Hurley 
was apparently securing corrupt jarora 
through connivance with the sheriff's 
deputies and relying upon his ability to 
sell the jurore to the defense when a 
strong case against McDonald should 
have been presented by the prosecution.

one approached by William J. Hurley, 
the jury briber, in his efforts to fix the 
McDonald jury. Today Juror McCar- 
thy told Judge Murphy that Hurley 
had appoached a friend of his, Harry 
Hart, and asked him to find out how 
McCarthy stood on the case. Hart saya 
Hurley oppvpached him in the court 
room the day McCarthy was selected as 
a juror and offered him a position if he 
would lind outViow -McCarthy stood.

Southern Pacific engineers who are hav- 
ng a dispute with the railroad company 
n relation to what they claim ia a re- 
duction of wagea and which may lead to 
serious trouble unless adjusted, give in 
a public statement today the nature of 
heir grievances. They claim that until 
recently 
higher rates of pay were 


allowed on the mountain divisions than 
in other routes because the rates of liv- 
ng in those districts were higher and 
ho work attended with many other dia- 
idvantagea, also that modern appliances 
lave added greatly to the responaibili- 
:ies of the engineers. Formerly the sys- 
tem of paying on the Southern Pacific 
was by trips, under readjustment, so 
called, by the company. The engineers 
lay the reduction in pay on the uiouu- 
ain divisions resulted in eomo cases aa 
ugh aa 10 to 40 per cent. Tho rcdue- 
;ion also affects runs, so the engineers 
claim, where no lessening in the hours 
of work occurs. These complainta ex- 
:end to many valley runs as well aa to 
those on the mountain divisions.

WASHINOTON, January 25.—The prin- 


cipal subject under consideration at the 
Republican senatorial caucus was on the 
question of senatorial elections in atatea 


rhere there are senatorial deadlocks, 
[o formal expression of opinion was 
licited. Thia was because of the gen- 
ral opposition which aeemed to prevail 
against aenatorial interference. Theie 
Fas also some expression of .opinion 
ipon the order of business in the sen- 
ate from this time forth, but no vote waa 
aken. The territorial admission bills 
were discussed with reference to the po- 
itical complexion of the proposed states 
f this bill should pass.' There was no 
reference to the silver question in the 
discussion, but the eastern senators.asa 
claas seemed inclined to oppose the ad- 
mieaion aud the western senators to 
avor it BO far as an expression was ch- 
ained. The nearest approach to a de- 
cision by the caucus waa in the matter 
of a resolution hy Senator Allen regard- 
ing the alleged election frauds in Ala- 
bama, on which the Republicans will 
probably stand together to encourage 


ing the ilope that Guatemala and Mex- 
ico agiree between themselves upon some 
metjfiod of settling their dispute over the 
bluundary, but if thia ahould not he pos- 
sible that the two counties agree to sith- 
init their differences to arbitration. This 
communication from 
a nation with 


which Mexico onjoj'6 such intimate and 
friendly relations has caused a profound 
mpreeeion upon the government and 
undoubtedly accounts iu part lor the de- 
cision of the minister of foreign affairs 
to withhold for five or six days, at leaet, 
the ultimatum he was about to dispatch 
in answer to the note Irom Guatemala.'

AN IMPORTANT OPINION. 


Insolvent Debtors Must Not "Put 


Property Out of Their Hands." 
Judge Carter yesterday handed down 


an opinion in the insolvency proceeding 
of William Barneli,, and denied his ap- 
plication to be discharged of his debts. 
Tho opinion is nn exhaustive one, enter- 
ing fully iulo the law. governing such 
matters, and showing that the cuatom, 
bv no means an uncommon one, of per- 
sons about to go through insolvency 
"nutting their property out of their 
hands," is a fraud, and the person who 
does it is for that reason not entilled 10 
a discharge from his debts. 
It is not necessary that the property 


be put out of their hands within thirty 
davs before filing a petition in insol- 
vency in order to constitute a fraud. 11 
may be any length of time before, pro- 
vided the intention is lo defraud a credi- 
tor 
The insolvency act has three ob- 


iccta, the reliei of the debtor, the pro- 
tection of the creditor and the punish- 
ment of the fraudulent debtor 
Judge 


Carter is of the opinion that the relief 
of the creditor is too often allowed to 
outweigh the other two purposes of the 
law. It should not be so. One is as 
important as another. 
In the particular case at issne wiu- 


iam Barnett transferred a piece of ianu 
to J. E. Ensminger a short lime before 
filinc hia petition in insolvency. All the 
circumstances indicated that the trans- 
fer was made for the purpose of defraud- 


quor,

There- is a srewinj if no»- a concerted 


policy on the part of local oreamiations 
both" in towns an* country to ignore 
their home tradesmen and buy their 
supplies through agencies organized for 
the purpose ol furnishing them. The 
lUpruuCAX is not a believer in this 
"cheapest market" policy, eitlier in 
local or national affairs. H believes it 
to be not only narrow and selfish, but 
shortsighted and calculated to result in 
more loss than gain when the final 
balance is struck. 


The desirability o! getting household 


supplies cheap cannot be denied, in a 
general sense, and it is possible that a 
slight saving can be made in dealing 
with those agencies which do not carry 
the responsibility and erpense which 
naturally attaches to the conduct of an 
established mercantile trade ; but when 
such saving, if there be snch, is made 
at the cipense of one portion of the 
community, and certain branches of lo- 
cal industry are thereby deprived of the 
means of support, the far reachinc evil 
of the policy begins to manifest itaeU. 


The necessity of a thrifty town or vtt 


lagess an adjunct to every prosperous 
agricultural sec-lion is well understood. 
The larger and more prosperous the 
town the more valuable is the land ad- 
jacent thereto because oi tte larger 
profits realised irom its products. The 
farmer who has not a near-by market for 
a certain class ol products is seriously 
handicapped. A home markel for his 
butter, eegs, poultry, small fruits, etc., 
u really essential to his success. 


What sort ot policy is it, then, which 


would make the growth and prosperity 
of tbe town impossible by doing busi- 
ness with unknowu and in nine cases 
out o! ten irresponsible people in a 
distant city? In the opinion of this 
p»per it is an exceedingly narrow, fool- 
ish policy. The merchants of the home 
town, oi Fresno or Eelrna, for instance, 
help to maintain the mutual interest of 
the community in many ways. They 
pay heavy taxes, they subscribe for pub- 
lic beneBts and they very often, indeed, 
give credit to havers .ho stand in need 
of it 
They are consumers of the farm 


products sold in the local market, and 
are, in short, an essentia factor in the 
make-np of a prosperous community. 


Blot ont the city of Fresno, by way oi 


illustration, leaving here only a way 
station at which the farmers could do 
business with San Francisco, or Chicago 
if t!yy preferred to go farther, and how 
long xould the small farmers hereabouts 
Snd it possible to maintain themselves? 
Not very long. They would either have 
to engage in another sort of farming or 
quit entirely. On the other hand the 
profits of small farming will steadily in- 
crease with the growth of this city, and 
every farmer lias an individual interest 
in promoting that growth. By any other 
course he will eventually injure himself 
as much he will the town, and general 
decay instead of mutual prosperity will 
follow. 
The people who are going into t jese 


foolish schemes to destroy their local 
towns ought to stop and think about 
what they are doing.

LACK OF CONFIDENCE. 


President Cleveland still insists that 


all our financial troubles are due to lack 
of confidence, owing to the fear that the 
country will not be able to psy all its 
obligations in gold. Possibly there i« 
some troth in thiB, and if there is the 
brilliancy of the echemfl to largely in- 
crca«e the obligations to he paid in go'd 
is obvious. That should certainly allay 
the apprehension of anybody who en- 
tertains such a fear. When a private 
individual becomes heavily involved in 
debt, the natural way to build up his 
credit is, of course; to increase his in- 
dehtedness. This shows that tbe debtor 
has unlimited confidence in himself.and 
the bluff works—with people who are 
not familiar with tbe way of bluffers. 


It does not seem to have occurred to 


the President that if the governmen 
lives up to its obligations as it mad 
them aud pays them in coin-gold am 
silver coin—there would no longer h 
any fear that the government would b 
nnahlotopay its indebtedness accord 
ing to agreement. The source of th 
whole trouble is that the gold bug in 
terpreters of the law insist that every 
thing shall bs paid in gold regardless o 
tbe plain right to pay in either eold o 
silver. The inevitable result o! thi 
policy is to require more gold than th 
government is able to secnre by legit - 
mate methods, and indebtedness must 
be piled upon indebtedness according to 
the Cleveland program in order to re- 
gain public confidence.

That the proposed uniform liquor li- 


cense bill was prepared liy the dealers 
of San Francisco and particularly ui 
their own interests, is certainly plain 
nough to to understood by anyone. In 
he city of San Francisco, under its op- 
ration, retail dealers may only be re- 
uired to pay a license of $25 per quar- 


ter, while in counties like Fresno they 
maybe required to pay *75 per quar- 
ter 
A nice condition of "uniformity 


hat would be! In counties of the sec- 
nd class, including Los Angeles, Alame- 
a etc., {50 a quarter, or $25 less than 
llowed in more sparsely settled coun- 
ies is 'fixed as the maximum rate. 
Why a liquor dealer should pay one- 
hird more in Fresno or Tolare counties 
than in Los Angeles or Alameda, and 
three times as much as in San Fran- 
cisco, ia something that can best be ex- 
plained by the people of the latter 
-.lace, who are attempting to engineer 
•his "uniform" scheme through the leg- 
islature. 


It so happens that the maximum rate 


proposed lor counties of the Fresno.olass 
is the same as toe rate fixed by the 
Board of Supervisors of this county, but 
there it where a little 'clause comes in 
which would deprive the county of all 
tbe revenue it now derives from the 
license in this city, and also in Selma, 
that being an incorporated town. This 
loss would, as a matter of course, have 
to be met by the taxpayers at large. 
Fresno and other incorporated towns 
and cities would then have the sole right 
to levy a license on the liquor traffic, 
and the amount would be limited to the 
same as that fixed for the county. The 
present municipal license hi this city is 
$30 per quarter, and if this remained at

The prohibition of the double license 


—conniy and municipal—is, however, 
he least objectionable feature of the 
bill. There are substantial arguments 
n favor of a single license, so far as that 
a concerned. The measure is full of 
minor objections, but the fatal objec- 
tion, the one which cannot and will not 
» paliated or excused by any fair- 
minded citizen, is ite unwarranted in- 
vasion ol the righto oi communities to 
eelf government in this matter. Com- 
jaredto this the other objections are oi 
minor importance. 


Ihe repeal of tbe Sherman law he also 
said that lack ol confidence was at tbe 
bottom of all the financial trouble, ana 
that confidence would at once be re- 
stored if that law should be repealed.

A President of the Cleveland type, 


one who would violate law and use his 
official power to make silver of little 
value, was essential to the perfection of 
the scheme, and he was found.

the Secretary of the Treasury as his au- 
thority for a statement that the revenue 
ot the government is now sufficient to 
meet the expenditures. This being so— 
and Secretary Carlisle should be unas- 
sailable autoority- the fact stands bare 
and patent that Cleveland's proposed 
}500,000,000 bond issue is nothing more 
or less than a device to maintain by 
artiBcial means tte single standard. 
We must have gold as the only money, 


aiiain it has been demonstrated that 
there is nothing in these supply schemes, 
except for the people who are .encaged 
,in tbe business, with little capital and 
generally with less character. TbeSan- 
geV . experience ia merely another in- 
stance of the usual kind. 


Tire probability of war between Mex- 


ico and the confederated Central Ameri- 
can states is not a matter to be contem- 
plated with pleasure by' the lover of 
humanity of even the Mexican and Cen- 
tral American variety, but he who is 
first of all a lover of tbe almighty dol- 
lar will find something in the situation 
to assuage his grief. I! these southern 
nations war; if many thousand's of their 
ablest-bodied men are sent into tbe field, 
it will result in a demand for United 
States products aud capital which will 
serve to revive our depressed business 
somewhat. This will not be a benefit 
which should he purchased at the price 
of bloodshed, but us surely as human 
nature is human nature it. is a variety 
of advantage over which some men 
will rejoice.

Sanger People Who Did Not Pat- 


ronize It. 


Taken all in all, it is bast to patronize 


home industry. If everybody would do 
so, they would be better ofi in the final 
Bumming up ot the accounts. This was 
aptly illustrated at ganger a .feff days 
ago, and is perhaps being illustrated in 
other parts of the couuty. 
A couple o! traveling salesmen from San 
Francisco visited Sanger with a supply 
of groceries, having announced by circu- 
ars in advance that they were coming. 
They sent these circulars to the farmers 
and country people, and when they ar- 
rived they found several persons on 
hand to buy. They did a good business 
foi- themselves, but a comparison of ac- 
counts showed that they actually sold, 
on the average, 20 per centhicher than 
the Sanger merchants, and had a poorer 
quality of noods. They cut prices on 
two or three 
articles and raised

- They argue that, ns a child born abroad 
of an American citizen is by act of con- 
gress invested with .the fnRriehts ami 
priviIe'ges'ot"ciUiHnsbipr therefore he in 
u citizen by right of birth and is a nat- 
nrnl born citizen and eligible to the 
presidency of tho United States. But 
they overlook tho fact that he is not n 
oitizen by right of birth alone, but is 
made a citizen on account of his birtl' 
by act of congress. He is not therefore a 
natural bom citizen, bat a citizen wade 
by the law. If he \vas a natural born 
citizen, there would have been no neces- 
sity fur an act of congress investing hiin 
with citizenship. A person born out ol 
tho allegiance of tho United Status is 
therefore marie Q citizen by law, is no 
natural horn aud can not bo legally 
elected president without a change m 
tho constitution. 


There was an old feudal doctrine unue 


which the emhassador of a country t 
atiotuor carried with him n box of Boi 
from his native land, and in the even 
of necessity he would put the bos in po 
sition, and standing upon it assuui 
that he was on his native heath for th 
timo being. That, we believe, ia no lou 
ROT in practice. As ro tbo officials tops 
soutiug tho government of the Unite 
States in foreign countries, they are i 
no way superior to other American cit 
zims, because in tho United States thor 
is no rank above citizen. 


In order that the reader may clear! 


comprehend why children of America 
citizens born abroad aro not eligible t 
tho office of president, the Xollowm 
clause of the Uuitccl States Revise 
Statutes is given:
